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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


J submit my second annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 


- ScHooL ORGANIZATION. 


In the school at the centre of the town we have several 
advantages this year in that we have held the same teach- 
ers who taught there last year, the school is not crowded, 
and the attendance has been better than for the same per- 
ior last year. Good progress is the result. At the Num- 
ber Six school, progress last year was somewhat impeded 
by the fact that we had four different teachers during the 
year. That situation has been remedied for there has 
been no change this year and we trust there will be none. 
The school has about the same enrollment and the atten- 
dance has been nearly as good as it was a year ago and 
reasonable progress is being made. : 


We attempted to keep the seventh grade pupils at the 
Number Six school hoping that it might prove satisfac- 
tory and save transportation, but by November it was evi- 
dent that the good of the school demanded that this grade 
should be taken out so that a fair proportion of the teach- 
er’s time might be devoted to the lower grades. I think 
there is no question but that the seventh grade pupils are 
also benefited by the change and also the seventh grade at 
the village, for the increase in the number of pupils doing 
the same grade of work is stimulating to all of them. 
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SUPERVISION. 


The chief function of the Superintendent of Schools is 
of course to supervise the work of the teachers and this is 
accomplished chiefly in two ways: by visits to the teach- 
ers at work and by means of standard teésts. 

The statistical report which follows shows a total of 54 
supervisory visits during the school year, or an average of 
18 visits per teacher. It would be desirable if this av- 
erage could be increased but a large proportion of the Su- 
perintendent’s time is necessarily taken up with adminis- 
trative duties. During the past school year about 42% 
of my time was devoted to school visiting; about 38% to 
office work which included the study of standard tests re- 
ferred to above; about 13% to other administrative duties 
within the Supervisory Union; and about 7% to adminis- 
trative duties that, took me away from the Union. 

The same standard tests have been used this year as last 
year, and cover the subjects of arithmetic, reading, spell- 
ing, writing and language. Detailed study of the results 
enables the supervisor to know with considerable accuracy 
the quality of teaching being done, and enables him to 
make suggestions to the teachers on the basis of definite 
facts. For example, a set of language tests was recently 
given in grade seven and definite recommendations and 
directions were given to the teacher on. the basis of the re- 
sults of these tests. | 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. | 


The graduation of eight pupils last June from the Ma- 
son school was an event. of considerable interest and im- 
portance. ‘The exercises of the evening were creditable 
to teachers and pupils and a large attendance showed the 
deep interest the people took in the school.and these exer- 
cises. ‘There are no pupils in the eighth grade this year 
but there is a good class in the seventh grade. 

The pupils and all interested in the schools are very ap- 
preciative of the work done by the Parent Teachers’ As- 
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sociation and the good things they have provided for. 
The effort this year to raise money for a piano is men- 
tioned in the report of the music supervisor. It is a 
worthy undertaking and the school will profit not only 
from the use of the piano when it is secured, but from the 
united efforts in securing: it.

I would call special attention to the eleven cases of un- 
vaccinated children. The state law requires that child- 
ren attending school be vaccinated and places the enforce- 
ment of this law chiefly upon the health officials; but 
children may be excluded from school by the school au- 
thorities, and I suggest that notice be given that after 
September 1 of this year no unvaccinated pupil of any 
age will be admitted to the school without a proper! ex- 
emption certificate as provided by law. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Beyond: the ordinary repairs that will doubtless be ne- 
cessary during the next summer vacation, I have but one — 
specific recommendation to make at this time: I think 
some better means should be provided for disposing of 
the sewage at the village school, and I suggest an under- 
ground drain deep enough to draw the sewage directly
